ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate

Three Cents for Highways and Bridges as follows:

ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of ($3,300.00) Thirty-three Hundred Dollars for the purpose 
of winterizing the Town Hall and enlarging the Selectmen’s Office 
and authorize the withdrawal of the $3,300.00 for this purpose from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the 
State of New Hampshire and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of ($6,000.00) Six Thousand Dollars for the purpose of in— 
Stalling a new well, water systemand septic system in the Town Hall. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital 
Reserve Fund for the purpose of having the Town revaluated by a 
private firm or the State of New Hampshire and to vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of ($10,000.00) Ten Thousand Dollars to place in 
this fund. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to require that, pursuant 
to RSA 155—B, no owner or occupant of the land shall permit any 
building thereon to be left in a severely damaged, dilapidated, un— 
sanitary, abandoned or inadequately maintained condition so that 
it constitutes a fire hazard or a hazard to public health and safety. 
The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to determine, after due 
public hearing and notification to abutters, whether any damaged, 
dilapidated, unsanitary or inadequately maintained building is or has 
become a fire hazard, or otherwise hazardous to public health and 
safety, and to order removal or repair of any building so found, 
pursuant to all provisions of RSA 155—B.

The Town of Middleton is a community that is experiencing 
growing pains. One half of the permanent residents in the Town have 
lived here less than 5 years. With the increase in people, more ser- 
vices have been requested.

ANNUAL REPORT 1980 


The Rural District Health Council continues as a Certified Home Health 
Agency covering nine towns—six in Strafford County and three in 
Rockingham County. 

Many long hours of research and organization was done by selectmen 
and concerned citizens of the towns from 1966 until the first visit was made 
on May 5, 1969. 

The priority service is the care of the sick program which includes 
visiting nurses, physical therapist, occupational therapist, speech 
therapist and home health aides, providing visits in the patient’s home. The 
agency also has contracts for home health aide with the Strafford County 
Home Health Aide program and Portsmouth Area Home Health Aide 
program. 

A Maternal & Child Health program is offered to all children from any of 
the member towns, and includes physicals, immunizations, teaching and 
counseling for ages 0-6 years. It also provides home visits to the newborns 
on request and any follow-up care as requested by physicians. 

A Dental program is also provided by the MCH Program and the Pre- 
School Dental Services and is held for children 3-6 years, which includes 
cleaning, and fluoride treatments twice a year with referrals to local 
dentists for follow-up care when needed. The program also works closely 
with the Women & Infant Children Nutrition Program and the Strafford 
County Prenatal & Family Planning Program. 

The agency also holds monthly adult health maintenance program 
which provides blood pressure checks, diabetic and anemia screenings, 
nutrition Counseling and special diets and weight control. 

The first and third Wednesdays screenings are held at the Town Hall in 
Farmington for the towns of Farmington, Middleton, and New Durham. 
The second Wednesday they are held at the Town Hall in Northwood, 
Nottingham, Deerfield, Barrington and Strafford; the fourth Wednesday 
they are held in Milton at the Milton Health Center. They all start at 1:00 
P.M. and continue until all patients are seen—the program is open to 
anyone in the area. With the next grant year, the agency looks to providing 
an Ongoing program in the Barrington area. 

The Rural District Health Council cooperates with other agencies in the 
area to provide a continuation of good health and social services to its 
member towns. . 

The agency with the cooperation of Frisbie Hospital provides a 
discharge referral coordinator who assists the social services department 
at the hospital and the patient’s physicians to continue care as needed 
from the hospital to the patient’s home. The hospital funds this program in 
part with the council. 

The strength of the Council lies with the dedicated staff who many times 
devote themselves above and beyond the call of duty reflecting the nurse 
who cares for people. Staff nurses providing service within the care of the 
sick program are Barbara Drew, RN, Myrtle Walsh, RN, Elizabeth Coons, 
RN, Dorothy Demmons, RN, and Mary Timmons, RN, also acting as part 
time supervisor. Arlene Thorne, RN, is coordinator of the Maternal Child 
Health program and Paula Davis, RN, as clinic nurse and Elderly 
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Screening Coordinator. Jean Germer, RN, is the Discharge Coordinator. 
Joan Menez, LPN is part-time where needed and Alice Ziegra, RN, part- 
time. Home Health Aide services are provided by Gail LaRosa and Reneé 
Wormell. Junellen Chase handles the office duties as Administrative 
Assistant. 

The Board of Directors has voted to decrease the per capita cost by .20¢ 
with a result of $3.00 per capita for the fiscal year 1981. Many factors 
contributed to the decision. This year the agency has experienced in depth 
evaluation of our financial status, having reviewed both expenditures and 
income sources. The Ad Hoc Committee was appointed and met 
frequently throughout the year; “after careful study the Committee 
recommends that no charge be made to participants of the Child Health 
Program”. However, the Board voted to attempta pilot study of asking fora 
$2.00 donation at clinic sites, a$1.00 donation will be asked for office visits 
and a donation for the Elderly Screening Clinics, all effective January 1, 
1981. 

The Board voted to become a United Way Agency; the grant was 
increased for the Maternal & Child Health Program through the efforts of 
the Community Health Care Association. The Agency also has an increase 
in the State Council on Aging grant and the Referral Coordinator. The total 
population has increased 751 residents. With this added income the 
Finance Committee feel the Council can continue to provide the many 
needed services to its member towns. 

Home Health Agencies are delivering relatively inexpensive care to rural 
residents who might otherwise have no access to such care. 

During the past year the Council has made for your town 158 skilled 
nursing visits, 40 home health aide visits, and 2 therapy visits; there have 
been 48 child health home visits and 56 children have attended the Child 
Health Program.

Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds 
and account groups of the Town of Middleton for the year ended 
December 31, 1979 and have issued our report thereon, dated June 
27, 1980. As part of our examination, we reviewed and tested the 
Town's system of internal accounting control to the extent we consid- 
ered necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally ac- 
cepted auditing standards. Under these standards, the purpose of 
such evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance thereon in deter- 
mining the nature, timing and extent of such other auditing proce- 
dures that are necessary for expressing an opinion on the financial 
statements. Such study and evaluation disclosed the following condi- 
tions that we believe to be material weaknesses. This audit was 
made by this division in accordance with the Commissioner's request 
for an audit (RSA 71-A:20). 

Accounting Records: 

Our examination disclosed that the Town of Middleton does not 
maintain basic required financial records such as cash receipts jour- 
nals. In addition, the financial records that are maintained are often 
incomplete and inaccurate. 

Despite the fact that an inordinate amount of time was spent by 
this Division, our examination disclosed that many taxpayers are still 
not properly identified by name and address in the “blotter book". 
The town urgently needs a part-time competent bookkeeper who 
could keep the tax records on a current basis and assist the Select- 
men in the daily operations of the Town's affairs. 

Payroll Records: 

We noted that the Town does not maintain individual employee 
payroll records. We believe that it is essential that individual pay- 
roll records be maintained for each employee. This would assist lo- 
cal officials in maintaining accurate payroll records of wages and 
payroll taxes. 

Tax Collector's Records: 
Our examination indicated that the Tax Collector's records 
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were in deplorable condition which resulted in the Division spending 
much more time conducting the examination than should have been 
necessary considering the size and budget of the Town of Middleton. 

Some of the problems were: 

A. All open warrants and lists prior to 1979 were intermingled 
in manila envelopes and not properly bound in chrono- 
logical order. 

B. Cash receipts records up to March, 1979 were intermingled 
in boxes and not properly bound in chronological order. 

C. Yield tax warrants had not been issued by the Selectmen. 

D. The Tax Collector's copies of tax sale records were not 
available, requiring this department to request copies from 
the County Register of Deeds. 

E. Warrants were altered after they were issued. 

F. Town Auditor's posted unsigned and, therefore, invalid 
abatements to warrants without authority destroying any 
type of audit trail. 

In addition, remittances to the Treasurer were not made ona 
timely basis. RSA 41:35 states in part: "A tax collector shall pay 
all money collected to the town treasurer at least on a weekly basis, 
or on a daily basis at the discretion of the Commissioner of Revenue 
Administration. Such daily or weekly payments may be deferred un- 
til tax receipts total $500. He shall make final payment to the town 
treasurer of all moneys collected by him within 10 days after the 
close of the town's fiscal year.'' The tax collector did not comply 
with the provisions of this statute. 

The tax collector did not issue tax deeds when full redemptions 
had not been made. RSA 80:38 states in part: "The collector after 
two years from the sale, shall execute to the purchaser, his heir or 
assigns, a deed of the land so sold and not redeemed." The tax col- 
lector should immediately deed over to purchasers all properties 
which should have been made in the past if she has not done so al- 
ready. 

RSA 80:56 authorizes the tax collector to charge $5.00 plus 
interest bank and legal fees for all checks returned by the bank as 
uncollectible. The tax collector has not charged these fees in the 
past. In the future, all uncollectible checks returned by the bank 
should be charged in accordance with RSA 80:56. 

Our examination of tax sale records indicated that some prop- 
erties had been sold at tax sale under the name of the new owner 
when property had been transferred after April 1st of the year of the 
levy. In accordance with statutes, real estate must be sold in the 
name of the owner of record as of April lst. A Court of Law might 
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invalidate a tax sale if the improper owner of record is listed. 
Therefore, we strongly recommend that all properties sold at tax 
sale indicate property owners as of April 1st only. 

Unauthorized Note: 

The Town voted twice (Article No. 20, 1978 and Article No. 10 
1979) and both times did not authorize the selectmen to borrow 
$15,000 for purchase of a gravel pit. The loan was nevertheless 
made on April 7, 1978 and there is a balance due as of December 31, 
1979 of $12,000. This issuance of the notes violated RSA 33:8 which 
specifically states that ...''the issue of bonds as notes to any muni- 
cipal corporation, except a city, shall be authorized by a vote of two 
thirds,....of all the voters present and voting...". 

Capital Reserve Fund: 

During the course of our audit, the Treasurer in the Town had 
passbooks in her custody that belonged with the Trustees of the Trust 
Funds. RSA 35:10 which states in part the Trustees of trust funds of 
a town...''shall have custody of any capital reserve of a town." We 
recommend that corrective action be taken as soon as possible and 
that the passbooks be transferred to the custody of the Trustees of 
Trust Funds. 

Bond Register: 

The Treasurer of the Town does not maintain a Bond and Note 
Register as required by RSA 33:12 which states: 

"The treasurer of every municipal corporation 
shall keep a register in such form as may be 
prescribed by the commissioner of revenue ad- 
ministration which shall state the denomination, 
number and date of every bond or note issued by 
the municipality, the time when and the place 
where the principal thereof and interest, if any, 
thereon are payable and such other information 
as the commissioner of revenue administration 
may prescribe," 
Inventory of Fixed Assets: 

As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, 
the Town of Middleton has not maintained a record of its fixed assets. 
Town officials should initiate formal fixed assets records. Cost, or 
consideration given, is the generally accepted method of valuing 
fixed assets, and should be recorded on new acquisitions. 

Other: 

The objective of internal accounting control is to provide rea- 
sonable, but not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of assets 
against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and reliability of 
financial records for preparing financial statements and maintaining 
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accountability for assets. The concept of reasonable assurance rec- 
ognizes that the cost of a system of internal accounting control should 
not exceed the benefits derived and also recognizes that the evalua- 
tion of these factors necessarily requires estimates and judgement 
by management. 

There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in 
considering the potential effectiveness of any system of internal ac- 
counting control. In the performance of most control procedures, 
errors can result from misunderstanding of instruction, mistakes of 
judgement, carelessness or other personal factors. Control pro- 
cedures whose effectiveness depends upon segregation of duties can 
be circumvented by collusion. Similarly, control procedures can be 
circumvented intentionally by management with respect to the esti- 
mates and judgements required in the preparation of financial state- 
ments. Further, projection of any evaluation of internal accounting 
control to future periods is subject to the risk that the procedures 
may become inadequate because of changes in conditions and that the 
degree of compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 

Our study and evaluation of the Town's system of internal ac- 
counting control for the year ended December 31, 1979 which was set 
forth in the first paragraph, would not necessarily disclose all weak- 
nesses in the system. 

It would be noted that a letter of this type is critical in nature 
and that we do not intend to imply that our review failed to disclose 
commendable features in the present accounting procedures of the 
Town of Middleton. 

Publication Requirement: 

The provisions of RSA 71-A:21 require that only this letter be 
published in the next annual report. However, we suggest that you 
consider the publication of the entire report which includes auditor's 
opinion, financial statements and notes to financial statements may be 
published separately. 

We extend our thanks to the officials and employees of the Town 
of Middleton for their assistance during the course of our audit.

We have examined the financial statements of the Town of 
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Middleton for the year ended December 31, 1979, listed in the fore- 
going table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards and included such tests of 
the accounting records as was considered necessary in the circum- 
stances, 

The Town of Middleton has not maintained a record of its gen- 
eral fixed assets, and accordingly, a statement of general fixed as- 
sets, required by generally accepted accounting principles, is not in- 
cluded in the financial statements. 

In our opinion, except for the effects of the omission of a state- 
ment of general fixed assets, these financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of the Town of Middleton at December 31, 
1979 and the results of its operations and changes in financial posi- 
tion for the year then ended, in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with the preceding 
year.

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PROPOSED BUILDING REGULATIONS ORDINANCE 


No building or structure shall be erected, altered, rebuilt, substan— 
tially repaired or remodeled unless in compliance with the following: 

A: Commercial Building—No building intended or designed to be 
used for industrial, commercial, or other public use shall be erected, 
altered, or used for any purpose which does not provide non—combus— 
tible walls, partitions and ceilings between its component partse 


B. Exits—No building intended or designed for any public use or 
congregation of people shall be erected, altered, or used for any pur— 
pose which does not provide adequate exits, as described in Chapter 
176, Revised Laws of New Hampshire and Chapter 153, Laws of 1943, 
and in the regulations of the State Department of Health. 

C. Fire Stops—No building of wood or other combustible material 
shall be erected, altered, remodeled, or enlarged without providing 
fire—stops in every combustible wall or partition, at every floor and 
between floor joints at every partition. 

D. Chimney Construction—No chimney shall be built, erected, or 
altered below the roof unless containing a tile lining and with an iron 
clean—out door at or near its base, and shall extend at least three 
feet above the roof except construction as approved by the State Fire 
Marshall, 

E. Thimbles—No wallpaper or other combustible material shall be 
laid over any thimble or thimble hole in any chimney. 

F. Smoke Pipes—No smoke pipes shall be installed or erected so 
as to be within twelve inches of any combustible floor or ceiling, un— 
less amply protected with non—combustible material. No smoke pipe 
shall be installed or erected which passes into or through partitions 
or walls of combustible material, except when guarded by a double 
collar of approved design. ; 

G,. Foundations—All structures shall be set on solid foundations 
of cement, brick, stone or other acceptable masonary except that in 
special cases where buildings are to be used for accessory use the 
Building Inspector may waive the requirements of this section and per— 
mit the use of wood, metal or masonary piers, 

H. Minimum Building Area—Every dwelling unit to be used by a 
single family shall have a minimum ground floor area cf five (5) hun— 
dred square feet, 

Enforcement—Upon any well founded information that this Ordi- 
nance is being violated, the Selectmen shall on their own initiative 
take immediate steps to enforce the provisions of this Ordinance by 
seeking injunction in the Superior Court or by any other appropriate 
legal action, 
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Takes Effect—This Ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 

Conflicting Provisions—Whenever the regulations made under the 
authority hereof differ from those described by any statute, ordinances 
or other regulations, that provision which imposes the greater re— 
striction or the higher standard shall govern, 

Validity—If any section, clause, provision, portion or phrase of 
this ordinance shall be held to be invalid or unconstitutional, by any 
court or competent authority such holding shall not affect, impair, or 
invalidate any other section, clause, provision, portion, or phrase of 
this Ordinance.

For the past several years the Farmington School District has 
concentrated on improving and refining the basic educational ex— 
periences available to the children of the District. In keeping with 
this commitment, a priority has been to focus on the Elementary 
Schools with particular attention being given to the evaluation of 
instructional materials, curriculum development, teaching techniques 
and the improvement of the support programs. In August, 1980, | re— 
quested the State Department of Education to conduct an evaluation 
of all Elementary Schools in School Administrative Unit #44 .in order 
to determine our present state of compliance with the State Depart— 
ment of Education’s document entitled, Approved New Hampshire 
Elementary Schools, k—8. The purpose of this request was to uti— 
lize State Department services to obtain information which we could 
use as a point of reference at the local level in determining educa— 
tional goals for the system. Among the State Department’s recom— 
mendations was the suggestion that a thorough examination of pre— 
sent library services be conducted with particular attention being 
given to space, staff and materials consideration, 

Special Education continues to emerge as a particularly signif— 
icant challenge to local school districts across the Nation as a re— 
sult of such Federal laws as Public Law 94—142, Section 504 of the 
Rehabitation Act of 1973 and in N.H. State. law RSA 186:A. During 
the course of the past several years, the Farmington School Depart—. 
ment has attempted to meet its obligations in this particular area. 
However, the financial responsibility which the District has been 
forced to assume for these programs is rapidly growing into an awe— 
some burden for the local property taxpayer. The problem is not new 
to American society and will not be dealt with effectively until the 
Federal and State Goverments cease to mandate programs and then 
leave the funding for said programs to local communities. In the 
case of Special Education programming, Federal law requires the 
Federal Government to pay 40% of the costs while actual appropri— 
ations total only 10%. As this report is being written, the State 
Legislature :is attempting to deal with a 5.4 to 6 million dollar deficit 
in the State’s excess cost funds for such programs, In the event that 
the Legislature is unable to fulfill its financial commitments to local 
communities it will reflect a continuing trend and force school dis— 
tricts to reconsider their commitment concerning continued support 
for such programs. 

Curriculum development and refinement has become a continuous 
process as the teachers and principals strive to meet the ever chang- 
ing individual needs of the student body. Due to a collaborative 
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effort on the part of our elementary principals, the District was 
fortunate to receive a Federal Title IV adaptive Elementary and Sec— 
ondary Educational Act Grant in the amount of $4,000 known as 
Project REAL which focuses on perfecting teaching techniques at the 
elementary level specifically in the area of language development. 
Mr. Leon Worthley, our new Assistant Superintendent has offered 
leadership and assistance to this project during the course of the 
current school year and has been working with many of the principals 
throughout the School Administrative Unit to obtain additional Fed— 
eral funds for instructional purposes. 

The community/school relationship continues as a priority of the 
Farmington School District through the continued implementation of 
the Community Education concept. Many shared community/school 
activities continue to grow under the umbrella of the Community 
Education idea. Ms. Anne Bryant, our school librarian continues in 
her capacity as Chairperson of the Community Education committee, 
Mrs. Ann Reardon has assumed the responsibility for directing the 
Adult Basic Education program and Ms, Joyce Nutter continues to be 
deeply involved with Ms, Bryant in coordinating the adult interest 
classes, Other individuals who have given countless hours to the 
idea of a community/school partnership are Mrs. Gerry Tufts our 
Title | Home-School Coordinator and Mr, James Bibbo, Principal of 
the Main Street School who has continued to provide administrative 
Support and to serve as the District contact person with Mr. Robbie 
Fried, the State Department of Education’s Community Education 
Consultant. The individuals cited above as well as many other com— 
mitted individuals have begun to give credence to the belief that a 
positive school/community partnership can effectively challenge 
apathy and alienation between a rural school system and the com— 
munity which it serves, 

While we have made many changes and from my vantage point, 
improvements in the school system, we still have need to focus on 
future goals. In this regard, as | indicated last year in this report, | 
see the need for 1) the development of a comprehensive junior high 
school curriculum and 2) emphasis on providing instructional mate— 
rials and equipment to our present high school faculty which has 
continued to provide an outstanding performance. Other areas of need 
which | wish to identify are 1) an indepth study concerning the pos— 
sibility of developing a high school vocational program; 2) the ex— 
pansion of the work study program at the high school level and 3) the 
continuation and refinement of a comprehensive series of staff de— 
velopment experiences which will assist our teaching staff to con— 
tinue to grow as individual professionals.
